COLUMBUS, March 29.—Boast- 


ing that enough votes have been 
corralled to open Ohio's beer 
spigots on April 7, wets today 
sought to suspend the rules of the 
House of Representatives and hold 
the final, dramatic roll-call on the 
Alckerman 3.2 per cent beer bill 
this afternoon. 


Convinced that they cannot lose, 


wet leaders demanded that the 
grand finale of their assault on 
prohibition be staged at once — 
today. The stage was set last 
night when the judiciary com- 
mittee, by a vote of 14 to 0, re- 
commended the bill for passage. 
It passed the Senate Monday 
night. 


Although stand-pat drys re- 


fused to admit d2feat, leaders of 
"the beerage" declared they had 
mustered more than the 90 votes 
necessary to pass tb2 bill as an 
emergency measure. If they suc- 
ceed, Ohio will quaff legal beer 
with the rest of the country on 
April 7.

The only way to escape the tax 
would be to refrain from spending. 
At present only 15 per cent of the 
people m Ohio pay a direct tax. 


A sales tax operation is very 


simple. 
The merchant adds the 


tax when the sale is made. Assum- 
ing the tax is 2 per cent which Is 
the rate now proposed, when you 
purchase a. five dollar hat you pay 
a ten cent tax, or one dollars' 
worth of groceries a two cent tax. 
The consumer pays the tax. The 
merchant is merely the collector, 
and in every instance adds the tax 
If the sales is a fifty cent sale the 
tax is one penny, making the pur- 
chase fifty-one cents. 
The mer- 


chant, of course, says this cannot 
be done - that on small sales the 
merchant will have to absorb the

ITALY'S "DRUNKEN 


HOUSE" IS DOOMED 


Built With Wine for Water 


by Tipsy Workmen. 


Fo?gia, Italy.—The strange story 


of Foggia's "Drunken House" that 
was actually built with wine as the 
result of a curious feud bctw eeri 
two neb Italian landowners in 1850 
came to light here with plans to de- 
stroy the freak structure. 


It was built in one night by the 


late Tommasco Antonio Bucci, fa- 
mous vine-grower, with the aid of 
a friend's ele\en sons—for the sole 
purpose of annoying Bucci's iras- 
cible neighbor, Don Francesco • Sa- 
verio Figllola, wealthy cattle raiser 
and rural representative of the then 
king of Naples. 


It appears that the fame of Buc- 


ci's wine spread far and wide and 
many people flocked to the vine- 
grower's place to get the product 
at its source—much to the annoy- 
ance of Don Francesco. 


Exasperated by Don Francesco's 


complaints, Bucci finally decided to 
play a trick on him. Don Frances- 
co's house commanded an imposing 
view of the city in which the land- 
owner took a tremendous pride. 
Bucci determined to build a house 
on his own property ^that would 
just hide that Tiew. 


After he bought his building ma- 


terials, he found his neighbor, offi- 
cial- -represenrative-of- the -king -of 
Kaples, had ordered that no labor- 
ers take employment from him. 


Bucci, more determined now than 


before, called into consultation Ins 
friend, Giovanni Raho, who volun- 
teered the services of his e^en 
sons. 


But as soon as Don Francesco 


learned of tins, all the wells of the 
city were ordered closed and a guard 
stationed at each one. 


But an ingenious idea came to 


Bucci. I£ plaster could be mixed 
•with water, why couldn't it be mixed 
with wine? 


That night there was a rumbling 


of rolling barrels in the Bucci eel 
Jar as his friend's eleven sons got 
busy. 
Barrel after barrel of the 


gtrong red wine,for which Bucci was 
noted gurgled into mortar. 


The result was a beautiful Ter- 


million colored plaster v. ith which 
the eleven youths working through 
the night with frenzied energy put 
up the walls of a two story struc- 
ture that just concealed Don Fran- 
cesco's view. 


During the night the vapor of the 


boiling 
wine 
gave 
the 
ele\en 


youths the equivalent of an all 
niplu alcoholic jag and though they 
had refrained from touching a drop 
of the liquor they staggered drunk- 
enly as the nijrht wdre on. 


"With the dawn there was a cu- 


rious sight: a strange Irregular 
structure with lopsided walte some- 
thing like the lines in a futuristic 
draw IDC.

the -same .space. After a shower 
or two bave:< washed these in the

lizers, alternating the bone.meal 
and wood;'ashes with the ferti- 
lizer until midsummer. 


Shrubs partly thrown out of the 


: ground by. frost should be .gently 
pressed back into' place to prevent 
drying; press the soil firmly into 
place around them as soon-as the 
frost is but of the ground. Rose 
bushes protected over winter by 
inverted hampers, 
straw 
covers 


and other coverings should be un- 
covered as soon as the grass be- 
gins to turn green near them.

rub the bottom with shortening, 
and spread the batter on this, 
evenly and smoothly.- Bake in a 
hot oven. If .the'edges brown be- 
fore the center is firm, cut the 
browned parts away in squares or 
long strips, and return the'pan":to 
the oven until all is 
brownfed. 


Serve in narrow strips, as soo"' as 
baked, with salad, or as a lunch- 
eon or breakfast :bread. 


Corn Sticks 


For these, a bread stick iron is 


needed. Such irons are to be 
found in all well equipped house 
furnishing departments. 
The 


recipe calls for one cup. yellow 
corn meal; 
three fourths

white flour; one half cup.shorten- 


teaspoon 
salt; three 
teaspoons 


baking powder; one :egg. Beat the 
egg, mix with the milk., then-add 
to the shortening, mixing . thor- 
oughly. Work into the sifted, dry 
ingredients. .

'thoroughly. 


Heat the bread stick iron, rub 
with shortening,-pour in the bat- 
ter, and bake in a hot oven. The 
sticks arc done when delicately 
browned all over, with crisp edge.
